THE BALTIMORE CONVEN- - 
TION.

BALTIMORE, June 10. 


The delegates generally were in their 
seats by 10 o’clock. The second brass 
band located in the upper gallery enter- 
tained the audience with various airs 
of which dixie, my Maryland, and 
yankee doodle were equally applauded. 
At a quarter after 10 o’clock, the Chair- 
man Doolittle announced that the hour 
to which the Convention adjourned, 
had arrived and called the Convention 
to order. The Chairman called upon 
Rev. Dr. Leburn, of Baltimore, who 
addressed the throne of grace. 

The Chair announced for the conven- 
1ence of members of the Convention and 
press, that every person rising to make 
a motion or speak, shall announce his 
name and State. 

Cabel, of Arkansas, asked seats, by 


sas, in excess of their regular number. 
Agreed. 

Burr, of Connecticut, announced the 
Committce on resolutions ready to re- 
port. They came to the platform, and 
at his request, the Reading Clerk, Per- 
rin, read the report, recommending the 
adoption of the resolutions already 
adopted by the Liberal Republican 
Convention of Cincinnati. (Cheers.) 

In order tbat there should be no 
misapprehension as to these resolutions, 
Burr called for their reading in full to 
the Convention, which was done, each 
plank in the platform being received 
with applause. The one term plank 
was especially well received. & call for 
three cheers, at the close, elicit ed partial 
response, 

Burr explained that the resolutions 
were the Cincinnati platform exactly, 
nothing added or nothing excluded.— 
This platform was adopted in Commit- 
tee by all the States except Deleware, 
Mississippi, Georgia and Oregen. He 
moved the adoption of the report, and 
moved the previous question. 

Bayard, of Deleware, enquired wheth- 
er the previous question, another name 
for gag law, had become the !aw of this 
Democratic Convention without notice 
to the delegates. 

The Chair said that the Convention 
had adopted the rules of the House of 
Representatives, so the motion of Burr 
was in order and not open to debate. 

Various gentlemen appealed for a 
withdrawal of the motion in order to 
allow short debate. 

Burr said he felt compelled to decline. 

A scene of great contusion ensued.— 
Calls of question, debate, Ke. On mo- 
tion to sustain the previous question, a 
a call of States was ordered, and being 
taken, resulted yeas 553, nays 176. 

Hoffman in casting the united vote 
of New York in the affirmative said 
that some of the delegates, himself 
amoung the number, were opposed to 
the previous question. 

Hancock, of Ohio, denied the right 
of his delegation to cast the vote asa 
unit, and asked to have his vote record- 
ed No. 

The Chair announced that Burr, of 
Connecticut, now entitled toone hour 
to debate the resolution, also that the 
gentleman from Delaware, Mr. Bayard 
appeal for ten minutes. Burr con- 
ceded this request as Bayard is a mem- 
ber of the Committee on Resolutions. 

Bayard took the platform and said 
that while there was no disposition to 
carp at and oppose men because of 
formed political opinion, yet he hoped 
that the great Democratic organization 
would be allowed to have an independ- 
ent expression of its own honest senti- 
ments. (Cheers.) Why take cut and dried 
the resolutions of another organization ? 
(Applause.) Why have the opinion 
of other men not chosen by us forced 
down our throats as our expression? 
It is proposed here that we shall go 
before the country for the first time 
without our own independent expres- 
sion of principles. It is not just or 
wise to ask us to go into this campaign 
under the clothing of a minority. (Calls 
of time, time.) 

The Chair announced that Burr, out 
of respect for the minority, consented 
to give Bayard ten minutes more. An- 
other Connecticut delegate objected to 
any mans occupying the time of the 
Convention in this way. (Applause 
and hisses.) The Chair called to order 
and reminded the delegates that this 
was a deliberative assembly, and urged 
the respectful hearing of any one who 
occupied the floor, whether he approve 
his sentiments or not. Bayard fivaliy 
resumed arguing the necessity for some 
expression of opinion upon the question 
of exercise of Federal military 
power under the color of legislation to 
enforce the Fourteenth and Fifteenth 
Constitutional Amendments. If the 
Convention failed inthis, there would 


be serious disappointments. In con- 


courtesy, for five delegates from Arkan-

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clusion he entered his protest against 
the pending notion to adopt the report 
as a whole and asxed_a separate vote on 
the several distinct propositions pend- 
ing. 

O'Conner, of South Carolina, regret- 
ted there should have been aay differ. 
ence of opinion there, all other issues 
should be mei ged in the single one of de- 
feating the rclection o: the present Na- 
tional admin'stration.

The annual meeting of the Stock- 
yolders of the North Carolina Rail Road 
Company oecurs in this city to day. 
The train yesterday brought down quite 
. number of the prominent steck holders 
fom the West, and this morning there 
js in the city. a large attendance of the 
ute stockholders in the Road. 

We have read the advanced sheets of 
the President's forthcoming report. 

The report states that the debt of 
tie Road has been reduced to $366,972.- 

63, and thatthe annual net income of 
the Road from the Lease is $260,000. For 
tie past four years the Road has been 
paying a semi-annual dividend of 3 
per cent. or 6 per cent. annual. Presi- 
dent Smith sags in this report I think 
the true poliey of the Company is to 
pay off the debt before declaring another 
dividend. Theamount to be received 
irom the Lease for the coming two years 
will be $520,000, and the present debt 
of the Company being $366,972.63, we

have a balance of $153,027.37 more 


than the debt, which will be amply 
sufficient to pay the interest and expen. 
ses of the Company at the end of two 
years, when the company will be clear 
of debt and annually thereafter pay to 
the stockholders at least six per cent. 
clear dividend, even alter making the 
proper deduetion for possible loss cf 
Assets.“

Atthe time of its execution, the President 
made public anneuncement of the fact by 
2 published cireular to the stockholders, 
stating briefly some of the reasons which, 
iu the jadgment of the Board, made ittheir 
duty toenterinto this important engage- 
inent, 

A somewhat fuller statement is here

Until the completion, in 1851, of the Pied- 
mont Ratlread, from Danville to Greensbo- 
ro, the North Carolina Railroad had a mo- 
uopoly, on its own terms, of the transpor- 
mon through Middle and Western, and 
sonthwestern North Carolina—constitut- 
ine the principal line of communication 
between the Hastern Markets and the 
“tatesSonth ofthis. But,upon the resump- 
(ion of business after the war, it Soon be- 
caine apparent that the monopoly could 
not be maintained against the influences of 
(nis new connection at Greensboro, im por- 
tant and useful as it was as affording a di- 
recter and shorter route to large com- 
munities in this and adjacent States, with- 
out some important chapges in our proper- 
ty interests. How such change should be 
made, has been much agitated and discuss- 
ei for three or four years past, by the 
stockholders and others interested in the 
Road, whether we should provide for the 
‘;reensboro connection an additional track 
Lo Charlotte, or lease that section, or the 
whole of it to the Danville Company, or 
ourselyes acquire, by lease or purchase, the 
connecting line or the Charlotte, Columbia 
and Augusta Road, and thus strengthen 
ourselves against ‘the inevitable coming 
competitien of the line via Danville. 

Inthe Anaual Report, fer the year 1870, 
the President recommended to the Stock- 
holders what then seemed to him the only 
mode for maintaining for any length of 
time, our independent and safe position, 
by the aequisition of the Charlotte, Colum- 
bia and Augusta Road. If it had then been 
done the North Carolina Railroad might 
have keptthe field as a contestant for the 
the Southhrn connection business, which is 
essential to its successful maintenance. 

This suggestion, however, was not acted 
on, and, during the past year, the Char- 
iotte, Columbia and Augusta Line, consti- 
tuting your only communication, South, 
passed into the control of parties in the in- 
terest ofthe Danville Line. In the mean- 
time the rapid progress of the Air Line 
irom Charlotte to Atlan Georgia, also 
vontrollied by the Danville Line, promised 
within a period of twelve months, to give 
Other powerful inducement and aid to 
the Danville interests, to have their inde- 
pendent communication between Greens- 
poro and Chharlotte, if the use of ours 
could not be had, 

With two or three charters at their com- 
inand to work under, and alarge part of 
ihe people of middle and Western 
North Carolina ready to co-operate with 
tnem,and allthe connections North and 
south of us in their interest, we would have 
been faithless to our duty and your 
interests, if we had obstinately re- 

used all overtures, when they said 
us, We prefer to contract with the North 
Carolina Company on fair terms; for what 
is needful to us and to maby of your own 
people, in this connection, but if all nego- 
tiation is rejected, we shall be compelled to 
build the connection. 

“uppore the negotiation had been re- 
jected, and the competing capital set to 
work, and the rival line completed, what 
then would be the condition of this Com- 
pany or its future prospects for net in- 
come? 

Such, indeed, asis well known, were the 
facts that existed, and as watchful and 
faithful guardiars and administrators of 
the interests and affairs of the Company, 
we were obliged to take notice of them, and 
act for the protection of the stockholders as 
our judgment dictated to be necessary and 
best. Some action being thus obviously 
necessary, the question was, what was best, 
the construction of a second track between 
Greensboro’ and Charlotte, or the lease of 
the road between the same points, or of the 
whole line? One or the other was to be 
done, or take the chances for the ruin of 
ihe stockholders’ interest in the road by 
the establishment of a competing road ina 
year or two. Once commenced, it was not 
\ikely to stop. The connections were all 
past our control and we were limited to the 
choice indicated, 

Upon reflection it was clear, as it will be 
to any one on examination, that the addi- 
tional capital requisite for a second track 
would have been only an additional burden 
without a corggsponding return to the 
Company. To have leased the road from 
(;reensboro’ to Charlotte would have risked 
ul future profit from the Eastern section 
of it, ifmot the very maintenance of that 
part of the line itself, The lease of the whole 
line, therefore, on the best terms to be had, 
was determined on as the best, and proba- 
bly the only mode practicable to save 
the stockholders from great injury, 
and at the same time secure for 
the people of the State the efficient main- 
teuance of a grees thoroughfare through 
itsentive limits. The lease of the whole 
Was, therefore, made, and on tue best terms 
to be had, Desirous and interested to ob- 
tain the most money possible for the com- 
pany,a higher rent was sought to be ob- 
tained, but was declined in such manner 
left the Board no reason to believe that 
more would be given by any party, unless 
fora very short term of years. 

To have leased for a few years only to any 
other party, even ata greater rent, would 
have resultedin ruin to the Stockholders

Book Notice. 

“Lord Kilgobbin.” By Charles Lever, 
New York. IIarper and Brothers. 
Twenty five years ago, it may be, the 
reading world almost went mad over 
Charles O'Malley, one of the raciest,most 
amusing books that had ever been writ- 
ten. With the exception of Pickwick, 
there was probably no book in our 
language that was so overrunning with 
ten and frolic. In it the hilarious 
eccentricities of Irish character were 
strikingly described, and a compar - 
atively new world of fun and humor 
was opened up. No one who has ever 
read it will forget Mickey Free, a char- 
acfer in many respects as laughter pro- 
voking as Sam Weller, sd inimitable and 
umusing. Perhaps Charles Lever 
achieved his highest excellence in this 
novel, but he has written several other 
novels of great cleverness and spirit, 
that will attract thousands of readers 
for many decades to come. Lord Kil- 
gobbin is the last production of Lever’s 
fertile and gifted pen, and it will be 
read with singular interest by every 
admirer of his previous contributions to 
English light literature. It has merit 
of its own that will attract attention 
aside from the melancholy interest that 
attaches to it as the last effort of his 
fecund tnain. The dedication of the 
volume is full of sorrow and tenderness. 
Who cau read this without emotion? 

“To the memory of one whose com— 
panionship made the happiness of a 
long life, and whose loss has leit me 
helpless, I dedicate this book, written 
in breaking health and broken spirits, 
The task, that once was my joy and my 
pride, I have lived to find associated 
with my sorrow; it is not, then, with- 
out a cause I hope this eflort may be 
my last.” 

And so it was. In a few months 
the hand that traced those words was 
powerless--the spirit of Charles Lever 
had left its earthly house to enter upon 
the life beyond. Requiescat in pace. The 
edition published by the Messrs. Harper 
is richly illustrated. Lord Hilo is 
thought by some critics to be Lever’s 
best work—as full of fun as his earliest 
efforts, but with higher ends in view 
than mere amusement and past time: 
Lever was certainly a born story-teller.
